Norfolk, Va.. November 27. — One of the largest 
crowds of t In* mooting turned out at tin* Jamestown 
Jockey Club's course this afternoon. An 
attractive holiday 'program was provided, with 
the $1 .mm Thanksgiving Handicap as the 
chief feature. Like a majority of the other 
races, it resulted in a spirited contest. The 
winner turned up in Guy Fisher, which scored 
going away by a couple of lengths. There were six 
starters. Yellow Eyes lieing added and coupled 
with Genesta as the R. T. Wilson entry. Guy 
Fisher always had the call with the public and went 
to the post an odds-on favorite. Yellow Lyes threat- 
ened to make a runaway' affair of it by going to tin* 
front and racing into a lead of three lengths in 
I'd i tiding the tii st turn. Guy Fisher eaught him 
in round lug the far turn and the two rau neck and 
neek to tlie furlong post, where Yellow Eyes began 
to weaken. Guy Fisher then shook off his opposition 
but as he forged to tin* front he began bearing over 
to tin* inner rail and appeured to interfere witli 
the ehances of Krynlimah and Bob It. At the end 
Guy Fisher led Yellow Eyes by a couple of lengths. 
Karrick. win* had tin* mount on Yellow Eyes, bulged 
a elaini of foul against the winner, and jockey 
Ward, who rode Brynlimah. was also in the stand. 
The stewards deliberated for some time before sig- 
nalling for flit* official number board to be displayed., 
but they allowed the placing to stand as the horses 
had finished. 

The first accident of the meeting came with the 
running of the third race, a dash of six furlongs 
for two- year-olds, in which three of the eight start- 
ers fell. The mishap occurred at one of the turns 
on tlie backstretch. where Thelma .1. stumbled and 
went down and Zodiac and Captain Burns tumbled 
over her. Sclint Huger, who had the mount on Thel- 
ma J.. suffered a broken collarbone, while Zodiac 
was quite lame when he was pulled up. The finisn 
of the race found the first thr«*e noses apart, with 
John |*. Nixon first hone. 

It was a dose thing between Ralph Lloyd and Mr. 
Specs in the fifth race and there were some who 
did not agree with the official placing, which gave 
the race to Ralph Lloyd. The latter came from 
liehind in the final furlong. 

The only run-up of the afternoon came after Mi- 
mesis won the seventh race. Filtered to be sold 
for $590, lie was bid up by J. W. Hedrick to $800 
and was retained. 

J. O. Talbott, before shipping Ids stable to Charles 
ton t inlay, purchased the two-year-okls Gallant Boy 
and Flood. . 

Jockey Charles Brady, who has been riding for 
J. E. Madden, has signed a contract to ride for 
Thomas Hitchcock, Ar., next season. This lad was 
developed by George Miller, who turned him over 
to Mr. Madden last fall. 

J. Johnson, owner of the Quincy Stable, was an 
arrival from New York this morning. He has 
arranged to ship tlie two-year-old Master Joe to 
Gravesend to join the horses he has in w nter quar- 
ters there. My Fellow and Chief Magistrate will 
be disposed of. 

Jockey Ambrose, while riding a motor cycle in 
Norfolk' this morning, ran into a grocery wagon and 
was seriously injured. He was conveyed to the 
Sarah Lee Hospital in an unconscious condition.

Last year, for the first time iu his long career as a turfman, John W. Schorr enjoyed the distinction of 
heading the list of American winning owners. But this year lie was minus the services of his sturdy cam- 
paigners, Star Charter and Froglegs, and so fell away from his proud eminence. Star Charter could not he 
trained and Froglegs, after making a promising beginning last spring, went amiss and had to be retired. 
Tilts left his speedy three-year-old gelding, Leochares, to figure as his best money winner and even he did 
not acquire good racing form until the racing season was well advanced. When he did ripen he proved one 
of tlie fastest horses of the year, sharing with Iron Mask the credit of reducing the American record for 
t:iree-quarters of a mile to 1:10% at Douglas Park. Hamilton and Vandergrift were his other best win- 
ners. Vandergrift was at one time thought to be about as good as any two-year-old out, but failed when 
brought into competition with the real stars of his age. However, he is a good colt and may improve so as 
to race importantly next year. The Schorr stable record is:

Although H. C. Hallenlicck’a stable figures respectably in the matter of money won, its total is far 
below what might have reasonably been expected at the opening of this year’s racing campaign. His 
stable lias been singularly unlucky, losing the fine colt. Worth, last year through a jockey’s pigheaded 
rough riding and having two of its crack horses in Adams Express and Frederick L. go amiss so badly this 
year that neither eouhl no much iu the way of successful racing. Frederick L. may make amends next 
year, but Adams Express seems to have completely lost the brilliant speed that in 1912 made him one of 
« nr topnoteh handicap horses. Lack of a horse able to figure importantly in stake racing left' the speedy, 
but some w tut t uncertain, ti ly. Hedge, to prove the stable’s best winner, with Housemaid not far behind 
her.

That famous American jockey. Danny Maher, is 
immensely inipular in England, where lie has been 
ridiug with great distinction for many a year. 
••Syce” of the Loudon Tattler, a sporting authority, 
writes of him: . . A . . 

•That finest of jockeys and liest of good fal- 
lows. Da nn v Maher, completed his thirty second year 
iu October. ‘Dannv’ is a great power on the turf 
t<»dav and the more acquaintance you have with the 
inner circles of raring the more reason have you for 
believing this to tie so. There is not a stable in 
existence that is not anxious to secure his ser- 
vices when a fancied horse has to meet an important 
engagement 

“He has won three Derby*, on Rook Sand. Cicero 
and Spearmint : he has won the St. Leger on Rock 
Sand and Bavardo. and he has ridden winners of the 
Gold Cup at Ascot. He is the hero of that epi- 
grammatie definition f<*r foul riding and pulling.

Maher became great friends from that moment. 

•‘He lias never been iu trouble with the stewards 
of the Jockey Club for any offense, however trivial. 

I think this is a wonderful thing to be able to say 
of a jockey who has l»eeu riding so long and so 
brilliantly as Maher. You have to remember that 
lots of causes can help to get a jockey in trouble, 
of which he may lie quite innocent — the jealousy of 
others, a hanging-bad-mouthed horse, aud a scrim- 
mage. for instance. Once the Leicester stewards 
reported ‘Danny’ to the stewards of the Jockey 
Club for alleged pulling of a horse called Sallust, 
the property of Lord Rosebery. What a grotesque 
and ludicrous blunder they made. The horse in ques- 
tion was one that had never won a race of any kind 
and that was known to he the worst rogue in training. 
This was the creature, if you please, that caused 
the local stewards to act in a dreadfully unfair 
way toward one with such a fine and honest record 
i as Maher. 

“The accused one was greatly perturbed and he 
will never forget or forgive, even though the 
Jockey Club stewards promptly vindicated the 
jockey, while Lord Rosebery showed his indignation 
with the local accusers and his warm appreciation 
of Maher in a way peculiarly characteristic of 
him. Maher’s record is without a stain. I think 
it is a great thing in a career so long aud interest- 
ing.’’ 

PRINCELY PATRONS OF GERMAN RACING. 

In Germany racing seems to be liecoming the 
sport of kings. The recently -proclaimed king of 
Bavaria is a good friend of the turf. He raced 
during the period of regency he held and his pri- 
vate estate at Leutstetten includes a small thor- 
oughbred stud, while horses have run in his colors. 
Iu Hungary die established a stud for the half breds, 
following the example of his majesty of Wurteni- 
berg. who takes an active part iu racing and, free 
to follow the bent of his inclination, has made con- 
siderable and wise changes at the Weil Stud, allot- 
ing the best paddocks to the Anglo-Arabian race 
horses which carry his colors, and removing the 
pure-bred Arabs to the quarters formerly assigned 
the racing stud, an appreciable improvement most 
satisfactory to Couter, his trainer. The Duke of 
Brunswick has had a couple of jumpers running at 
cross-country meetings, the ducal appanage of the 
Harzburg Stud, under the able management of 
Baron von Girsewald. Prince von Schanmberg- 
Llppe races under the name of the “Fasanenbof” 
Stud. The Crown Prince of Germany and Prince 
Friedrich Sigismund are known to have a partiality 
for cross-country sport, and the present Emperor 
and Prince Frederick Charles have both of them 
lieen owners irrespective of those bred at Graditz, 
the stud of the kingdom of Prussia. Reigning 
Grand Dukes have during their military career 
raced and possibly the advent of the Hanoverian 
Prince to the Dukedom of Brunswick may tempt 
him to draw r on the resources of the Harzburg 
Stud, as did his prede«*essor. William of Bruns- 
wick. who. before leaving his throne, had a racing 
stable of his own. to utilize the produce of the 
fiscal stud. 

NOTES OF THE TURF FROM OTHER LANDS. 

In Italy “Sir Rholand” heads the list of winning 
owners for the present year with 493.020 lire to 
his credit. The Besuate Stud is second with 395.475 
lire, and Signori L. Chimelli and N. Dazara third 
with 170.325 lire. A lire is nominally twenty cents, 
tint its actual value in United States money is 19* 
cents. 

According to “Deutscher S|iort,” the American 
jockey. W. Shaw. Ijas lieen engaged to ride for the 
Messrs, von Weinberg’s stable next year, thus re 
newing the engagement originally made in 1907. 
when Shaw first came to Germany to ride for their 
stable. For the IhsI two seasons SImw ha* been 
riding iu Austria for Prince Hoheulohe — Oebringeu. 



Presence cf General Pancho Villa Leads to a Great 
Demonstration — Pan Zareta Wins 
Juarez Handicap. 



El Paso, Texas. November 27. — An interesting 
feature of this afternoon's opening of tlie winter 
meeting of 100 or more days at Juarez was the at 
tendance of General Pancho Villa and his staff, 
who put in an appearance towards the close of the 
day’s program and were roundly cheered by both 
Mexicans and Americans. 

It was an unique demonstration. The Mexican con 
stitutional leader was cheered to the echo, while 
two military bands played the Mexican and Ameri- 
can national airs. 

Most brilliant was the opening, with fully 5,(NW 
people in attendance. The weather was like curly 
spring and the track conditions absolutely perfect. 
So far as conditions a* the Juarez coarse were 
concerned, an onlooker could not discern that war 
had ever prevailed in Mexico. Leading eitizens of 
America and Mexico mingled together in the hug** 
crowd like brothers, seemingly interested only in 
witnessing the high-class racing furnished by one 
of the liest opening cards ever ruu off on this 
track. 

The $1,500 Juarez Handicap aroused much interest. 
The field was a high-class one. Iron Mask was an 
absentee from the iiost because trainer Goldblatt 
did not believe him up to a hard race, having giveu 
him but little work since his arrival here. He was 
breezed this morning three furlongs in 37% and will 
undoubtedly be ready to race in the net fortnight. 

Pan Zafeta won the Juarez Handicap in the 
hardest kind of a drive from Mimorioso, which was 
badly outpaced in the early part. Usoeit was a 
strong contender at all times and finished third. 
Seven bookmakers drew stands iu the ring and one 
operated in the field. 

ENTHUSIASTIC OVER CHARLESTON PROSPECTS. 

Charleston. S. C.. November 27.— There were nuni- 
erous arrivals again today aud Palmetto Park pre- 
sented a busy amiearmnce throughout the day. The 
preliminary trials of the horses were of interest 
to a vast multitude of citizens who took advantage 
of the holiday to make their initial inspection of the 
track. The course proper is in excellent condition, 
but unless there is a good rain before the openiug 
it will be somewhat deep with dust. The weather 
e intitules June-like. The advance guard from Nor- 
folk made their appearance today and grew enthus 
iastic over the promising condtitons here. They 
report that the real exodus from the Virginia course 
will begin tomorrow. E. C. Smith, who will serve 
as the steward representing the Jockey Club, ar- 
rived today from New York and immediately began 
preliminary work in connection with his duties. 

\Y. II. Schulte. Fred Miller, Charles Respess and 
George Land were newcomers during the day from 
Cincinnati. 

J. V. Knight was among the arrivals from Norfolk. 
T. F . Sliced v has re-arranged his plans and tele- 
graphed today for reservations for eleven horses. 
The only space available for him is on the outside of 
tlie track. „ L 

The liest work of the day was the six furlongs 
of W. G. Yanke’s Wilhite in 1:14%. Judge Wright 
worked an easy three furlongs and his high speed 
carried him that distance iu 34%. Charlestonian, 
which is expected to go in the Fort Sumter Inaugural 
Handicap, worked six furlongs in 1:16%. 

Starter James Milton, accouapaniinl by bis bride, 
is expected to arrive tonight from New York. 

Harry White, who is looking after the shipment 
of horses at Norfolk, wired here that the strings of 
W () Joplin, J. O. Talbott, Beverwyck Stable. F. 
Bray. F. E. Baird, and A. Malone were now on 
route here and should arrive tomorrow.. 

Word reached here today that the good colt Go- 
telus had died while being shipped from Baltimore 
to Oklahoma. 

OBJECTION CAME TO NAUGHT. 

The Epsom Derby of 1880 was one of intense ex- 
citement. After laying behind for a bit, Robert the 
Devil went to the front and at the hell, which is not 
far from the winning |iost. held such a lead that the 
race seemed as good as over for Blanton and Brewer. 
The latter was sitting on the rails in Tattersall’* 
ring, and pointed to his horse in satisfied fashion, 
shut up his glasses and was already receiving the 
congratulations of his friends. But the race was 
not yet over for. after passing the bell, the yellow 
jacket and black cap of the Duke of Westminster 
was seen to be drawing nearer and nearer to Robert 
the Devil, which was still leading. On. however, 
came Archer. Two strides from the post the horses 
were level and Bend Or won by a neck. 

Now comes the strange part of the story. Just 
before the July week at Newmarket Mr. 0. Brewer 
went to Sir George Cbetwynd. then senior steward 
of the Jockey Club, and said that he was going to 
object to Bend Or for the Derby on the ground that 
he was not Bend Or at all, but a colt named Tad- 
caster. 

The ground for objection was that the two colts 
became mixed when they were sent to the training 
stable. Sir George rather blamed Mr. Brewer for 
not having gone to the Duke of Westminster earlier 
and stated his reasons, whereupon Brewer replied. 
“Why, do you imagine I should go to the Duke’s 
front door, ring the bell, ask to see him and theu 
sa.v that he had run the wrong horse? Not me. 

However, a formal objection was laid. A prelim- 
inary inquiry was held at Newmarket and a ranch 
fuller one at Mr. Lowther’s house In Grosvenor 
street. Tlie inquiry lasted four days and then the 
stewards declared that the Derby winner of 1880 was 
Bend Or and so the matter epdod. 

Six years later Bend Or’s win, Ormonde, won yet 
another Derby for the head of tlie house of Gros 
venor. According to the best authorities. Ormond** 
was the greatest horse of the century. He galloped 
in magnificent style and everyone admired him ex 
ceedingly.

RICHARD TEN BROECK IN ENGLAND. 



It may interest some of our readers at home and 
overseas if we give an account of Mr. Ten Broeck ’s 
match with Captain Little at Warwick, and also 
tell of his mare. Prioress, running a treble dead beat 
in the Cesarewitch. this being the only time in the 
history of this handicap a dead heat among three 
took place and it was the first victory of the Aiuer 
leans on English soil. The match between Ten 
Broeck and Little was over five furlongs, with 
owners up. “The American.” says Custance. “was 
dressed in a most extraordinary manner. He wore a 
pair of large worsted cord breeches, black jack boots, 
a racing jacket cut very low in front, like a dress 
waistcoat and to finish up with had a cigar in his 
mouth. Tom McOeorge start ed the horses, and Mr. 
Ten Broeck. putting away at his weed and sitting 
quite back in his saddle, looked more like riding in 
the park than racing When the tiag dropped 
he was soon seven or eight lengths behind— In a five 
furlong match. Needless to say. lit* was beaten, hut 
not so very far. as be came with a tremendous rush 
when the race was all over, aud Mr. Ginirge Payne, 
who had done Mr. Ten Broeck's commission, said: 
If 1 had not put him on $4,00») I would have 
sworn he had pulled the horse." When Mr. Payne 
met him coming hack to the weighing room, the 
American remarked: “Waal. I guess lie had the 
find of me all the wav.” Mr. Payne laughed hear- 
tily. although he had lost $2,500 himself, and said: 
Well, my advice. Ten Broeck, is never ride again, 
never saw such a mess in my life as you liav< 
made of it.” 

Mr. Ten Broeck invaded England in the year 
1857. but fortune did not smile on him. A start was 
made iu August, but in two months, so much at a 
discount had the American become, that in the 
(Ysa rewitch the four-year old Prioress was dropiied 
to 1)3 i m>u nds. Already the resources of Mr. Ten 
Broeck were Incoming rapidly exhausted, when a 
turn in his fortune came with the victory of Prioress, 
whose cliauce was regarded as being so hopeless 
that at the start 1.060 to 10 was freely offered 
against her. After the first heat. Mr. Ten Broeck, 
who had employed American talent only, was induced 
to substitute Georg** Fordham for Tankerley. who 
had ridden in the first heat, and with gratifying re 
suits, as the mare won the run-off. There were 
forty five starters and the summary of the deciding 
heat follows:

A SENSATIONAL DERBY EPISODE. 

Yes, the romance of the Derby is a strange ehron 
iele, a world of thrills, and a world of tragedies and 
dramas. The Derby of 1S44 furnished some 
sensational episodes. It was Running Rein's year 
Ratan was the favorite. That horse was the pro 
pertv of Mr. Crockford. He began life as a fish 
monger, and died proprietor of Crockford s Club, in 
St. James's street. He used to drive to the races 
in a chariot, with powdered flunkeys behind. AJ 
though the turf was the foundation of “Crocky s 
fortunes, it was also the cause of his death. 

Ills horse, Ratan. was “got at.” iu spite of all 
arrangements to guard against danger or injury, and 
was last iu the race. The news was brought to 
“Orocky” as he lay ill iu his mansion in Carlton 
House terrace, and the shock killed him. • 

Now for the curious part of the story. VV hen 
death occurs, all bets are cancelled. Some fellows 
were in an awkward fix about “Crock's” death, 
and resolved to have it kept dark for twenty-four 
hours at auv rate. So they clad the corpse in its 
usual costume, even to putting on the well-known 
white hat upon the bead, and placed the body down 
in a chair at the open window, so that the racing 
people returning from Epsom would see it. The 
next morning the news went out that “Crocky had 
died during the night. Of course, the secret leaked 
out afterwards. Everyone knows that the winner. 
Running Rein, was the subject of a Jockey Club 
inquiry, and was disqualified, and the race awarded 
to the* second liorse, Orlando. 

Now for an anec<lote which slmws that occasionally 
a man mav meet tlie reward of a kindly action in 
an unexpected manner. A certain captain, having 
backed Running Rein for all lie possessed, found 
himself after the Derby a ruined man if the oh 
jection to tin* winner was upheld. As he was walk 
ing down Regent street a boy thrust a letter Inti 
his hand and disappeared. The captain read as fol 
lows: “Honored Sur— You did me and my missus 
a good turn and 1 want to do you the same: Run- 
uin* Rein is an himposter, and he won’t get the 
race 1 noes all. Buy all the liets you can on Or 
lamlo and vou’ll make a foiirtin. but no more at pres 
,>nt from your bumble servant. A. Simmons, formerly 

your keeper at ” , . 

The captain recollected that In* once had a helpe 
of that name in his stable. Thinking there migh 
he something in tin* tip. he started for Tattersall : 
and i here up «i 1 1 tbt* Orlando ln?ts lie could 

icet hold of. Well, the upshot was that the captain 
pocketed $1*0.000 and no doubt did not forget his 
faithful old servant.— Dublin Sport.
